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Brant Farmers Meet 


One Day Campaign, June 15 


Gov't Reviewing Decision 
On Colony Application 


Of vital importance to the Recreation Centre committee 
now is the completion of the drive for finance* to puy for this 
project. The campaign to raise money thus far hus been on an 
uncertain basis in that no assurance could be given that the 
building would fall into local hands. Many donors have held off 
with their contributions because of this fact, as their preference 
was for this building only. There is no need for such doubts any 
longer. Two shifts of workmen of the Bill Wearmouth company 
have to have the building off its present site by the 15th of June 
and all of it that is to be reclaimed will be in Vulcan Ity that 
time. 

The previous goal of $85,000 is t>eing retained by the com¬ 
mittee of which $15,000 in cash and pledges hus so fur been 
sulsM-ribed. This figure of $85,000 does not, however, include pro¬ 
vision for concrete over the piping in the arenu surface which 
is being strongly considered by the committee. Cement floors will 
give year round use of the rink part of the Centre. 

Bolt Crawford, District Manager of Canudian Ice Machine 
Company attended the Tuesday meeting and gave priees and 
suggestions concerning artificial ire installation. Two courses 
are open to the Centre committee. It can re-install steel piping 
from the Meadowlark plant (which has now reached half of its 
normal trouble-free life expectancy) for $5,200 or it ran go for 
new plastic pipe. Cost of this plastic pipe is $7,000, purchased and 
installed. In any cuse the ice plant would need to be reconditioned. 
Total cost of overhauling the ice plant, new plastic pipe and its 
installation reudy for concrete is $18,070. Cost of the cement floor 
runs from $7,000 to $18,000, depending on finish wanted. Suggest¬ 
ed adequate finish would run to approximately $14,000. Sale of 
the steel piping is practically assured if this avenue is derided 
upon which will help reduce costs. 

Overall size of the Centre, including an additional 50 feet 
in length is 125’ x 270'. In this is 80’ x 200' of ice surface. 

A one-day campaign for funds is slated for Monday, June 
15, and finance chairman Ross White is organizing a crew of up 
to 50 men and women to cover the town and district on that day.

AUTHORIZE AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE

OF CHAMPION FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
JOINT RECREATION BOARD.

That portion of Township 14 Range 25 which lies with¬ 
in the boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2; 
Sections 7, 17 to 20 inclusive, 29 to 32 inclusive, all in 
Township 15 Range 21; 

The North Half of Section 3, the North Half and South 
West Quarter of Section 4, Sections 5 to 36 inclusive, 
all in Township 15 Range 22; 

All of Township 15 Range 23; 

Sections 1 to 30 inclusive, 33 to 36 inclusive, in Town¬ 
ship 15 Range 24; 

All of Township 15 Range 25 which lies within the 
boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2, excepting 
thereout Sections 31 to 36 inclusive; 

That portion of Township 15 Range 26 which lies within 
the boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2; 

Sections 5 to 8 inclusive in Township 16, Range 21: 
Sections 1 to 12 inclusive in Township 16 Range 22; 
Sections 1 to 12 inclusive in Township 16 Range 23; 
Sections 1 and 12 in Township 16 Range 24. 

3. The Board shall consist of: 

a) one member of the Council of the Village of Champion; 

b) one member of the Council of the County of Vulcan 
No. 2; 

c) one member of the School Committee of the County of 
Vulcan No. 2; 

d) four members appointed outside of these municipal or¬ 
ganizations, two men and two women; one man and 
one woman to be appointed by the County of Vulcan 
No. 2, and one man and one -woman to be appointed 
by the Village of Champion. 

The representatives of the Councils and School Committee to 
be appointed at the pleasure of and for such period as the 
councils and committee might deem advisable, and one man 
and one woman of the outside appointees shall be replaced 
each year.
